There are 88 counties in this state, 
I have direct information from the 
leading politicians Jn three-fourths of 
them, and every men is for Taft. I 
have not as exact information from 
the remaining counties, but I know 
that they too are for Taft. There are 
of course i^en in various parts of the 
state indebted to Senators Foraker 
and Dick. Some of these are, as is 
natural, a little noisy in behalf of the 
senators, but even among them there 
is not, In my opinion, any feeling for 
any presidential candidate but Taft. 
What is much more important, how- 
ever, Is the fact that the people of 
Ohio are overwhelmingly In favor of 
Taft. There is not the slightest doubt 
of this and anybody who does not 
know it is ignorant of the real po- 
litical conditions in Ohio."

Graft Cases. 


San Francisco, May IS. — Abraham 


Ruef, fallen boss, in his second appear- 
ance before the grand jury, testified 
regarding the Parkside Traction com- 
pany deal, by which, according to the 
prosecution, .the directors of the Park- 
side corporation paid to Ruef $30,000 
to secure a franchise to 
enhance 


enormously the value of the lots com- 
posing the Parkside real estate tract. 
The information is that of this sum 
110,000 was to be paid to each of the 
18 supervisors for voting the fran- 
chise and that the remaining $12,000 
was to be shared evenly by Ruef and 
Schmitz. 


Among the directors and stockhold- 


ers of the Parkside Traction company 
were W. H. Crocker, Charles B. Green, 
G. E. Umbren, Douglass Watson, F. 
W. Tillman, Wellington Gregg 
and 


Joseph Green, capitalists, bankers and 
wholesale merchants. 
All of these 


men were called before the grand Jury. 
The fact that several of them were in 
the Inquisitorial chamber but few 
minutes gave rise to the report that 
they refused to testify. This was not 
confirmed. 


A detail of the charge is that the 


original bribe for each of the IS su- 
pervisors was $750, but that when the 
Parkside corporation decided that it 
wanted a trolley instead of a 
cable 


'franchise the price was raised to $10,- 
000 each. It is further charged that 
the bribery graft prosecution getting 
under way at abotu this time, the ef- 
fort to get a franchise was postponed 
indefinitely and that Ruef retained the 
$30,000. 


Mayor Schmitz issued astatement in 


which he declared he had not resigned 
and furthermore that he has no inten- 
tion of doing so. Said the 
mayor: 


"The statement that I have handed 
the reins of government to anv person 
or committee is an unqualified false- 
hood. I called the committee of fifty 
together some time ago in order that 
1 might have advice from the best 
citizens of the city in a financial and 
indusy-ial crisis. 
This committee of 


fifty selected sub-committees in order 
that the work might by systematized 
and one of these is the so-called corfl- 
mittce of seven. I have not resigned 
nor yioided my j;rerogat5vss to any- 
body and any statement to the con- 
trary is a malicious falsehood. There 
is no reason why I should pass over 
the reins of government to other per- 
sons. 
As for Ruef's charges I will 


say he has never paid me any bribe 
money and he knows it. 1C he says he 
paid bribe money to me he simply lies. 
I only know that he has made such 
charges from what I am told and from 
the newspaper reports."

panies have always added the head tax 
to the cost of transportation, they 
have materially improved steerage ser- 
vice and conditions so that today the 
humble newcomer from other shores 
travels in no mean style and comfort 
below decks of the big Atlantic ships. 


Dozen Men Control the Petroleum In- 


dustry, Reaping Prodigious Profits 
Therefrom—Company Has Monop- 
oly of Pipe Line Business and Re- 
fuses to Act M Common Carrier. 


Washington, May 20.—In a report 


just submitted to President Roosevelt 
by Commissioner of Co* porations Her- 
bert K. Smith it is charged that 
through abuse of transportation fa- 
cilities the Standard Oil interest has 
secured substantial monopolization of 
the petroleum industry of the coun- 
try, deliberately destroyed competition 
and has placed in control of that in- 
dustry less than a dozen men, who 
have reaped enormous fortunes there- 
from. 


Part one of commissioner's report 


has been made public, and other parts 
will follow. 
Certain information ac 


quired is withheld for the present, in 
accordance with instructions of the 
president, who feels that their publica- 
tion might interfere with the _prose- 
cution of the government's suits pend- 
'ing against the Standard Oil company 
and its subsidiary companies. 


The report contains the net results 


of a study of the petroleum business 
during the year 1904. It is the first 
official statement of the operations 
and methods o£ the Standard Oil com- 
jSiny br which', ILe report 
states 


through "scandalous railway discrim- 
inations." and tither unlawful devices, 
they have secured and maintained an 
"exclusive 
domination ' of th'e pe- 


troleum industry." In 1904 the Stand 
ard and affiliated concerns "refined 
over S4 per cent of the crude oil run 
through 
refineries: 
produced more 


than S6 per cent of the country's total 
output of illuminating oil, maintained 
a similar proportion of the 
export 


trade in illuminating oil; and trans- 
ported through pipe lines nearly nine- 
tenths of the crude oil of the older 
fields and 9S per cent of the crude oil 
of the mid-continent field." Mr.Smith's 
report points out the oil monopoly 
enjoyed by the company does not rest 
on the ownership of the source of the 
oil supply, which amounts to 
about 


only one-sixth of the total, but "that 
Its growth and present power rests 
primarily on the control of the trans- 
portation facilities." 


After the railroad rebate was aban- 


doned, the Standard Oil company, the 
report continues, was able to "es- 
tablish a system of secret or open dis- 
criminations of rates 
in its 
favor 


throughout practically the entire coun- 
try. Having established its monopoly 
of the pipe line business, the company 
substantially refuses to act as a com- 
mon carrier." 
It Is shown that the 


Standard controls not only the whole 
sale, but also the recall trade in oil.
